Van Pelt’s o rder v acated the bo ard’s actio n 
dismissing Jo hnso n last May fo r alleged 
m 
inco mp etency and failu re to giv e ev idence o f 
p ro fessio nal gro wth. 
Jo hnso n was denied due pro cess, the judge 
said. 
“The co u rt co nclu des that Mr. Jo hnso n’s 
co ntract was no t terminated in the manner 
req u ired by the ru les o f the administratio n 
and the bo ard, and that he was denied du e 
p ro cess du ring and p rio r to the hearing,” Van 
Pelt wro te. 
“It fo llo ws that the bo ard actio n sho u ld 
be v acated and Mr. Jo hnso n resto red to his 
statu s as a tenu red teacher.” 
But No t To Same Po st 
Bu t, Van Pelt no ted, “it do es no t fo llo w 
that he mu st be retu rned to Millard Lefler 
Ju nio r 
High 
Scho o l” 
where 
he 
was 
a 
mathematics teacher “o r ev en to a p o sitio n 
as a mathematics teacher.” 
“ It also do es no t fo llo w that in his assign­ 
ment he sho uld be punished by the administra­ 
tio n o r by the bo ard,” the judge po inted o ut. 
“ It is to be ho p ed that a p lace can be 
fo u nd fo r him in the sy stem and that he will

Jo hnso n was dismissed by the bo ard u p o n 
Prasch’s reco mmendatio n May 26 after a hear­ 
ing o n the allegatio ns against him. His challenge

Jo hnso n had been a teacher in the Linco ln 
scho o l sy stem since 1951, and had tau ght math 
at Millard Lefler since 1969.

“When the su p erintendent attemp ts to giv e 
his o wn definitio n o f p ro fessio nal gro wth and 
su bstitu te it fo r the statu to ry definitio n witho u t 
teachers o f his sy stem, and p articu larly 
this case the teacher the bo ard v o tes to 
discharge, hav ing kno wledge o f the su p erin­ 
tendent’s definitio n, it is clear that there wo u ld 
be no way fo r su ch teacher to resp o nd,” Van 
Pelt wro te. 
“ This co urt d o u b t s if the superintendent 
under any circumstances co uld be permitted 
to substitute his o wn definitio n. o f pro fessio nal 
gro wth fo r that o f the statute.” 
The ev idence wo u ld no t ju stify dismissal

emption from $6 50 to $6 75 
would hav e to be offset by an 
increase in the state’s tax rate 
from 13% to 14% or 15%. 
The Republicans (Beermann, 
Swanson and State Auditor Ray

should wait until the statutory 
deadline of Nov . 15. Ex on and 
Tax Commissioner BUI Peters 
feel the rates should be set now 
at the 13-2% lev el and adjusted 
later when the full impact of 
the federal measure will be. 
Ex on has said that ev en if the 
federal cut was passed before 
Nov .

ex pected rev enue loss. 
The result of such a hasty 
decision, Ex on said, would be 
either a rev enue surplus or a 
deficit — neither of which he 
said is acceptable.

State Drug Control Law Upheld

* The Nebraska Supreme Court 
unanimously upheld Friday the 
constitutionality of the state’s 
drug control law passed by the 
Legislature this y ear. 
Hie constitutionality of the 
law had been put in question by 
a Dodge County District court 
decision, which led to the 
dismissed of m ar i j u an a 
possession 
charges 
against 
three persons. 
Hie Supreme Court, howev er, 
said the district court was in 
error and should not hav e 
dropped the charges. 


SPEAKING OUT: 


At issue was whether the law 
clearly defined the difference 
between lawful and unlawful 
possession. The district court 
said there was no clear dif­ 
ference. 
The Supreme Court said the 
law 
does 
spell 
out 
the 
“ positiv e” 
conditions 
under 
which marijuana, as well as 
other drugs, can be legally 
possessed. 
Chief J ustice puul White, in 
writing the opinion for the high 
court, said thus “ the diffrence 
is clear to any person of 


ordinary intelligence” 
that 
any thing other 
than 
legal 
possession is illegal. 
“ It becomes entirely 
un­ 
necessary to specifically define 
the negativ e term ‘unlawful’,” 
he said. 
The lawful ¡possession, for 
which no one can be pro­ 
secuted, is 
“ undisputably ” 
spelled out in the law, he add­ 
ed. 
In 
other 
decisions,

— Upheld the Douâtes County District 
Court conviction of John Boston for rob­ 
bery. The matter had bean appealed on 
the grounds Boston was «ot mentally 
competent to stand trial.

Tackwood, 
representing himself as an 
agent of the Los Angeles Police 
Department, announced that he 
had top secret

Ov er the nex t few weeks, 
through a series of laby rinthine 
intrigue, 
secret 
rendezv ous, 
clandestine 
taping 
sessions, 
members of the Free Press 
staff 
and

activ ists, 
operating jointly under the im­ 
primatur 
of 
The 
Citizen’s 
Research 
and 
Inv estigation 
Committee, managed to elicit a 
truly remarkable tale of cor­ 
ruption and deceit from their 
informer turned Informant. 
Tackwood claimed that his 
career began a decade ago 
when, in ex change for im­ 
munity from prosecution on an 
auto theft charge, he agreed to 
infiltrate a larger car burglary 
ring for the LAPD. From that 
time forward he was placed on 
retainer, 
working 
first 
on 
criminal 
intelligence 
and, 
following 
1965, 
on 
political 
counter-espionage as well. 
He alleged to hav e become 
intimately familiar with the 
operations 
of 
the 
LAPD 
criminal 
conspiracy 
section 
and special identification and 
inv estigation unit, as well as 
those of the local FBI branch. 
And what he ex posed about 
them all was harrowing indeed. 
T h e i r interest in leftist 
political activ ity , he said, went 
far bey ond mere observ ation. 
They acted directly to subv ert 
radical organizations and en­ 
trap radical personages on a 
state-wide 
basis. 
T h e i r 
machinations, he held, included 
the distribution of arms to

riots, encouragement of v iolent 
activ ity in militant groups such 
as the Black Panther party , 
destruction of ev idence useful 
to the defense in the Angela 
Dav is trial, as well as general 
prov ocation in street rioting. 
All of which was interesting 
but a mere prelude to his really 
big rev elation, which was that 
the 
LAPD, 
with 
federal 
assistance, was planning to 
bomb the Conv entoin Hall at 
San 
Diego 
during

Republican gathering 
there, 
snuffing a few familiar GOP 
personnel, and then to trigger 
major disruptions in the sur­ 
rounding community , enabling 
Richard Nix on to suspend con­ 
stitutional 
gov ernment 
and 
start interning the kind of peo­ 
ple that the kind of people who 
run the LAPD would like to see 
interned. 
Needless to say , the CRIC was 
imp resed. Fo r reaso n s I shall 
e n u m e r a t e 
p r e sen tly , 
Tackwo o d’s data seemed at 
least in p art to b e gro u n ded. 
Other p eo p le were imp ressed 
to o , like Newsweek, the L. A. 
Times an d The

Po st, who in itiated co v erage o f 
the who le b u sin ess after the 
CRIC tip p ed them.

Since then v ary ing accounts 
of the Tackwood affair hav e 
appeared in the straight press 
(as 
alway s, 
under-crediting 
their underground colleagues),

v erisimilitude of the charges 
has run high. 
Peculiar Factors 
There are some 
peculiar 
factors in Tackwood’s account. 
To name a few: 1) the part 
about the San Diego conv ention 
is far-fetched, not for moral 
reasons (there is no act too 
bestial for the people inv olv ed, 
God knows), hut for political 
ones. It’s v ery risky . A wrong 
mov e and national chaos would 
ensue. If it were contemplated, 
it is unlikely that an outfit as 
notoriously idiocy -prone as the 
LAPD would be employ ed. And 
2) It is strange that someone as 
obv iously suspect as Tackwood 
— black and a former car 
booster to boot — would enjoy 
the confidence of the high 
echelons implicated. And 3) 
why would 
someone 
Blake 
describes as a “ 10-y ear ratter” 
suddenly get religion and risk 
his life for the people’s right to 
know? 
All 
that aside, 
Teakwood 
passed a poly graph test easily 
enough. 
Background 
checks 
show him to hav e been at 
v arious places when he said he 
was there, and, perhaps, most 
importantly , 
he 
seems 
to 
posses that kind of detailed 
knowledge that r e p o r t e r s 
recognize as the mark of an 
insider. 
Considering the Paul J acobs 
NET 
story , 
the 
M e d i a 
Pennsy lv ania files, the Tommy 
the Trav eler business and so 
on, the willingness of such agen­ 
cies to pull grandoise stunts 
and attribute them to members 
of the opposition is hardly in 
question. 
In 
f ac t , 
the 
gov ernment scenario for the 
March 1 Capital bombing col­ 
lapses completely under any 


close scrutiny . I would not be 
surprised at all if something 
big in the area of radical 
purging wus in the offing for 
1972, somthing that could help 
an ailing right-wing presiden­ 
tial campaign s w ay an in­ 
creasingly truculent electorate.

altogether surprised if Lou 
Tackwood turned out to be a 
string left for someone to pull 
to unleash some as y et still 
concealed sequence of ev ents, 
designed to backfire on folks 
like the CRIC, as the Capitol 
bombing was used to pry into 
the workings of the May day 
Collectiv e.

WASHINGTON — The Arizona ax is is taking on new political 
power. The center is Sen. Barry Goldwater, the Repu blican 
candidate for president in 1964 who was defeated by a record 
plu rality by Ly ndon B. Johnson. 
The depu ty attorney general, Richard Kleindienst, formerly 
a Phoenix lawy er, was director of field operations for the 
Goldwater campaign and again for Richard Nix on in 1968. 
Kleindienst is widely regarded as the su ccessor to John N. 
Mitchell when the attorney general changes hats and takes 
ov er direction of the Nix on driv e for re-election. This is ex pected 
to occu r toward the end of the y ear. 
No w co mes William H. Rehnquist, Kleindienst’s g o o d friend 
in Pho enix , no minated by President Nix o n to o ne o f the two 
v acancies o n the Supreme Co urt o f die United States. Kleindienst 
was respo nsible at the start o f the Nix o n administratio n fo r 
the selectio n o f Rehnquist to be an assistant atto rney g eneral. 
jggjjj 
Co mpared with the dubio us cho ices that had prev io usly been 
flo ated, Rehnquist and the o ther no minee, Lewis F. Po well, 
Jr., lo o ked like heirs o f the g reat Jo hn Marshall. Their co nfirma­ 
tio n by the Senate was co nsidered pro bable, if no t certain. 


Bu t second thou ghts, together with ev idence of the strong 
bias of one of the nominees, insu re a contest ov er Rehnqu ist. 
With civ il rights activ ists preparing the case, the qu estion 
is whether a man’s strongly held v iews of six or sev en y ears 
before shou ld disqu alify him. 
On his own initiativ e, Rehnqu ist appeared before a Phoenix 
City Cou ncil meeting on Ju ne 15, 1964, to oppose a proposed 
ordinance prohibiting discrimination in hotels, restau rants, shops 
and other pu blic places. After a tape recording of the statement 
that Rehnqu ist, then 40 y ears old, made before the cou ncil 
was u nearthed by the St. Lou is Post-Dispatch, the Ju stice 
Department gav e it ou t. 
“ I v enture to say ,” he to ld the co uncil, “ there nev er has 
been this so rt o f an assault o n the institutio ns (priv ate pro perty ) 
where y o u are to ld no t what y o u can build o n y o ur pro perty 
but who can co me o n y o ur pro perty .” 
Rehnqu ist was one of only three opponents while 30 testified 
hi fav or of the ordinance, which was u nanimou sly approv ed 
by the cou ncil.

In 19 51-52 Rehnqu ist was law clerk to the late Ju stice 
Robert H. Jackson. He was later to charge that “u nconsciou s 
slanting” by the law clerks influ enced many cases the cou rt 
was called on to decide. He described the grou p with which 
he serv ed as “ ‘left’ of either the nation or the cou rt.” The 
“left wing” of the cou rt, according to Rehnqu ist, was made 
u p of Chief Ju stice Earl Warren, Ju stice William 0. Dou glas 
and the late Ju stice Hu go L. Black. 
At least fou r of the Democrats on the Senate Ju diciary 
Committee want to hear Rehnqu ist on his earlier v iews. Sen. 
Sam J. Erv in Jr. may also take part in the interrogation, 
since Rehnqu ist has been an activ e defender of the stringent 
District of Colu mbia anti-crime law with its no-knock and bu gging 
prov isions. Erv in, a stau nch libertarian, opposed some aspects 
of that law. 
★ 
A questio n that transcends the issue o f po litical and 
ideo lo g ical bias Is whether it is po ssible to find judg es who 
put interpretatio n o f the law abo v e prejudice. One o f the v acan­ 
cies to be filled by the two no minatio ns came with the resig natio n 
o f Justice Jo hn Marshall Harlan. Harlan was rated, in the 
bro ad sense, a co nserv ativ e. But his o pinio ns sho w a mastery 
o f the law abo v e and bey o nd whatev er co nv ictio ns he may 
hav e bro ug ht to the co urt. 
It shou ld su rely not be too difficu lt to find distingu ished 
men of the law of Harlan’s caliber. That is the need if confidence 
in tiie ju diciary is to be restored.

A Step Back 


Members of the Hou se of Representativ es 
stay ed u p past their bedtimes Thu rsday night 
and in the wee hou rs of Friday morning 
passed a bill that was designed to ease school 
desegregation bu t which in reality knocks the 
teeth ou t of the one powerfu l tool that wou ld 
help accomplish it now, not later. 
As part of a higher edu cation bill ru shed 
to a Hou se-Senate conference, the Hou se 
ov erwhelmingly passed t h r e e anti-bu sing 
amendments. One wou ld ban ex penditu re of 
any federal fu nds on bu sing, another wou ld 
prev ent the federal gov ernment from requ iring 
a state to u se its own fu nds for bu sing and 
the third wou ld delay the effectiv e date of 
cou rt-ordered bu sing plans u ntil all appeals 
hav e been ex hau sted—which cou ld take a 
period of u p to two or three y ears. 
The senate passed a desegregation bill 
withou t any bu sing restrictions and civ il rights 
leaders v oice hopes that the Hou se prov isions 
will be softened.

the Hou se acted in “haste, ex citement and 
hy steria.” Black representativ es were bitter, 
among them, Rep. Shirley Chisholm, who 
asked white members: “Where were y ou when 
the bu ses were carry ing black and Mex ican- 
American children past y ou r white schools 
to dilapidated schools?” Noting that “we hav e 
practiced sham and hy pocrisy a long time 
here,” Mrs. Chisholm accu sed her colleagu es 
of showing concern abou t bu sing now only 
becau se white stu dents now are affected.

achiev e 
desegregation was bu ried u nder the emo­ 
tionalism of the issu e, howev er, as northerners 
who 
prev iou sly 
had 
opposed 
anti-bu sing 
measu res when they applied only to the Sou th 
joined sou therners in locking the gate to the 
school bu s parking lot. 
There is a chance that the conference 
committee will ease the restrictions on bu sing, 
bu t the action in the Hou se Friday morning 
leav es the impression that the Hou se—and 
most

Americans — believ e that desegregation is the 
proper cou rse in spirit and on paper, ju st 
as long as it doesn’t happen.

Ralston — This hilly, tree- 
covered town of 4,800 just south 
of Omaha has nearly doubled in 
size in the last 10 years — but 
its citizens don’t want it to lose 
its small-town unity. 


“ When a town is growing, 


you often lose individual in­ 
volvement,” said Jerry Koch, 
Ralston city councilman and 
chairman of the town’s Com­ 
munity Improvement Council. 
Contacted earlier in the week, 
Koch said the State Economic 
D e velopment 
Department’s 


N e b r a s k a C o m m u n i t y 
Improvement Program “ pulls 
a community together 
and 


gives it unity by giving it 
something to strive for.” 


Ralston’s success in main­ 
taining individual involvement 
and unity is measured by its 
success in the “ All-Nebraska 
Community” category of NCIP 
competition. The only town in 
the state to earn the title dur­ 
ing the first two years of com­ 
petition in the new category, 
Ralston made “ all-state” for 
the third year in a row Friday 
night at the NCIP awards ban­ 
quet in Lincoln — joined this 
year by Imperial, last year’s 
top town in Class III (801 to 
1,600 
population 
community 
awards competition and winner 
of the 1970 special program 


award for 
cultural 
enrich­ 
ment. 


3rd Straight Success 


Ralston rode to its third 
straight success this year on 
the strength of programs of 
safety 
improvement, 
park 
development, youth activities, 
downtown beautification, tree 
planting and cleanup which in­ 
volved nearly everyone in the 
town and went far beyond the 
minimum criteria in nine areas 
of community resources re­ 
quired by the Department of 
Economic Development. 
“ I feel the safety program 
was our primary one,” said 
Wally Petersen, vice chairman 
of the Community Improve­ 
ment Council — also contacted 
before 
th e 
announcement. 
Spurred by the death ef Ralston 
High 
School 
student 
Vicki 
Mahan at 90th and Q last Jan. 
21, the city installed a traffic 
light at the dangerous in­ 
tellect ion and several blocks of 
new sidewalk along Q St. for 
students walking to and from 
the high school and one of six 
elementary 
schools.

safety projects included new 
school crossings and plans for a 
pedestrian bridge over heavily- 
traveled 84th St.

Recognizing the need for 


more 
playgrounds 
for 
the 
town’s small children, Ralston 
began work on three new 
parks: Wildwood Park, hewn 
from a wooded ravine in the 
fast-growing section of town by 
the same name, and two “mini­ 
parks” — one near the business 
district, another on the north 
edge of town. Each new park 
makes use of a low-value piece 
of land in a location chosen to 
benefit children. 


Wildwood Park is being built 
with $115,000 in local, state and 
federal funds, along with a 
great deal of volunteer labor. 
The Leo Adams Mini-Park on 
the 
north 
edge 
of 
town 
transforms an unsightly, low- 
lying mosquito-breeding ground 
into an attractive playground. 
The other mini-park, located at 
75th and State (Ralston’s main 
street), was created by filling 
and leveling a drainage ditch 
which constituted a safety pro­ 
blem. 


Firemen Lead Way 


The Fire Department has led 
the way in youth programs, 
including first aid instruction, a 
junior fire patrol, a Cub Scout 
Pack, a Boy Scout Troop and 
several Girl Scout Troops. The 
eity hired a full-time youth 
director to 
co-ordinate 
ac­ 
tivities, and began work on a 
new $55,000 Astro-Turf coating 
for the baseball diamond. 


Some 250 trees were planted 


in residential areas to help 
replace the hundreds of elms 
lost to Dutch elm disease.

The city made numerous sewer 
and street improvements, in­ 
cluding the paving of several 
downtown alleys.

Koch said City officials had 
responded admirably to the 
C o m m u n i t y Improvement 
Council’s requests. 
“ They took care of virtually 
everything we had planned,” 
he said. 
Koch also praised the city’s 
civic and religious organiza­ 
tions, schools and school board, 
ail of which contributed to the 
NCIP program in some way — 
and had especially kind words 
for the Chamber of Commerce, 
which contributed $7,500

NU-Lincoln J o u r n a l i s m 
School Director R. Neale Cop- 
ple, who is chairing the study 
of student press guidelines, 
said the guidelines drafted thus 
far are based on constitutional 
freedoms, codes of ethics and 
canons of journalism. 
“ It is our opinion that these 
guidelines, stated concisely and 
clearly, 
describe 
the 
code 
generally 
followed 
by 
the 
Nebraska professional press,” 
Copple told the board. 
Among the 10 guidelines were 
ones which ^aUed for: 
—a clear distinction between 
nevys accounts and editorial 
comment. 
—an obligation for coverage 
which is “ full and fair, catering 
to no special interest or cause.”

He said he was responding to 
a number of complaints from 
parents and students.

O’Hara said Meyerson had 
told a delegation of women that 
it was “ not the responsibility of

A Lincoln psychiatrist told a 
Lancaster District Court jury 
Friday that Mrs. Judy Sturm 
shot her husband because of 
extreme fear for her life and 
the safety of her children. 
Testlfiyinig for the defense in 
the second-degree murder trial 
of Mrs. Sturm, Dr. Fay E. 
Whitla said the fear started 
with beatings and threats by 
Harvey Sturm early in their 30- 
m o n t h m a r r i a g e a n d 
culminated 
with 
the 
fatal 
shooting on Sept. 18 at their 
2740 Arlington home. 
Mrs. Storm, 28, is accused of 
shootiiig her husband while he 
slept, 1 ^ the defense has con- 
teniM she acted from fear for 
her Ufe and chUdren. 
Dr. Whitla said his opinion 
about A^s. Sturm’s mental 
state on the fatal night was 
based on events related by 
Afrs. Sturm of her married life 
with Harvey Sturm and on 
psychiatric examinations. 
Particularly significant, the 
psychiatrist suggested, was the 
double beating that the defen­ 
dant took on New Year’s Day 
because she dropped a hair 
curler on the floor after the 
Sturms had gone to bed. 
She *Hurt All Over’ 
Ibe police took the husband 
into custocfy for intoxication 
that night after being sum­ 
moned by Mrs. Sturm, who 
said she “hurt all over” from 
the beating and spent most of 
next day in bed. 
Dr. Whitla tetisied that Mrs. 
Sturm particularly feit trapped 
and 
was 
‘ ‘ v e r y , 
very 
frightened” on Sept. 18 because 
her husband had jerked the 
phone from the wall, threaten­ 
ed to strangle her with the cord 
if she called police, and had 
taken the key to the front door 
from her purse. 
Based on the related events 
of Sept 18, Dr. Whitla said in­ 
tensive fear lor her life mid her 
chUdren 
overcame 
M r s . 
Storm’s 
abUity 
to 
reason 
between right and wrong. 
“ I 
don’t 
think 
she 
was 
capable of exercising reason 
beceuse of the fear and stress 
she was under,” he added. 
Dr. Whitla said he reviewed 
the psychological examination 
made of Mrs. Sturm made by 
Dr. G. Clell France, a Lincoln 
psychologist. 
Dr. France testified that in 
his opinion, Mrs. Sturm was 
“ prone 
to 
overreact 
emo­ 
tionally to situational stress” 
and “tended to a small degree 
toward hysterical 
personali­ 
ty.” 
Mrs. Sturm On Stand 
Taking the stand in her own 
defense, Mrs. Sturm related 
her husband came home about 
2 a.m., was intoxicated, and 
“ started to beat me up, slapped 


me around quite a bit and 
kicked me in the stomach.” 
After she thou^ t her hus­ 
band was asleep, she took a 
shotgun from the 
bedroom 
closet and loaded it downstairs 
and sat for a while in the living 
room. 
When she heard the 18- 
month-old boy cry, she went 
back upstairs because she said 
she was afraid the crying 
might wake her husband and 
he “ would start beating me 
again.** 
Mrs. Sturm said she saw her 
husband moving in bed and “ I 
shot him. He moved again and 
I shot him again.** 
Airs. Sturm also said she was 
afraid her husband might have 
gotten his automatic 
pistol 
from a dresser drawer, which 
she said he had threatened to 
kill her with on previous oc­ 
casions. 
*My Kids Are AUve* 
Sobbing on the witness stand 
during most of her testimony, 
Mrs. Sturm said, “ No matter 
what I’ve done my kids are stiU 


alive and that’s all that mat­ 
ters.” 
^ 
To questions by P u b l i c 
Defender T. Clement Gaughan 
whether she feared for her life, 
Mrs. Sturm said, “ Yes, he 
(husband) was crazy.” 
Mrs. Sturm was still on the 
stand when her trial recessed 
until Monday morning and she 
is expected to be cross-ex­ 
amined by County Atty. Paul 
Douglas and Deputy County 
Atty. Bernard McGinn. 
In earlier testimony, Mrs. 
Sturm related how she had 
separated from her husband for 
10 days, but returned to him 
because si threats upon her, 
the children and her parents. 
She said her husband had 
held three different jobs during 
their 30 months together, but 
was out of work for 3% months 
and the family was supported 
by her parents.

ISU's Carlson Sheds 'Big Cow On Ice' Image 
. . . TRIMMED-OOWN CYCLONE QUARTERBACK NOW CL OSER TO PLUNKETT COMPARISON

Iowa State football coach Johnny Ma­ 
jors was sitting in a Kansas City hotel 
suite last summer discussing his quarterback, 
Dean Carlson, with writers. 
“ When he came to Iowa State, he was 
like a big cow on ice," Majors described. 
A few moments later, he was saying, 
“ He has the potential to be as good as 
Jim Plunkett (Stanford's Heisman Trophy- 
winning quarterback of 197 0).” 
Majors’ first reference was to the weight, 
which ranged in the neighborhood of 24 0 
pounds, that Carlson carried on his 6-3 frame 
when he arrived on the Iowa State campus 
from Rochester, Minn., Junior College where 
he had passed for more than 2,000 yards. 


The second reference was to Carlson's 
ability which he has shown by ranking second 
only to Nebraska's Jerry Tagge in passing 
in the Big Eight with 87 completions in 
184 attempts for 1,111 yards and five 
touchdowns since trimming down to 210 
pounds. 
When the first reference was mentioned 
to him (hiring the Big Eight Skywriters stop 
at Ames, Iowa, in early September, his reac­ 
tion was less than friendly. 
“ I don’t know what he meant by that,” 
Carlson replied. When it was explained to 
him, he agreed that he might have been 
a bit overweight. 
“There's just too much of the good life 
in junior college,” he offered. “ There's not 


as much pressure as there is here. You 
don't have to be in as good shape to do 
wefi when you’re playing in junior college 
competition.” 
To the Plunkett comparison, 
Carlson 
responded, “ I’ve never seen Plunkett play 
except once on TV. I’d like to have the 
stature of Jim Plunkett, but I don’t like 
to c o m p a r e m y s e l f w i t h o t h e r 
quarterbacks.” 
As a high school athlete, Carlson was 
recruited by Iowa State and Minnesota, but 
his grades weren’t good enough for him to 
meet the 1.6 predictability tables so he wound 
up at Rochester Junior College. 
“ While I was in junior college, Kansas 
and Kansas State both contacted me,” he 


recalls. “ I just talked to Pepper Rodgers 
(Kansas head coach at the time on the 
telephone and I didn't want to go to Kansas 
State and sit behind Lynn Dickey.” 
Carlson says he chose Iowa State because 
“ I didn’t like Murray Warmath’s (Minnesota 
coach) offense. The only t i m e he passes 
is when its second or third down and 25 
yards to go. 
“ I liked Johnny Majors’ offense.” 
And about that “big cow on ice” bit again, 
he says, “My weight in junior college was 
blown all out of proportion. They made it 
sound like I weighed 250 pounds. 
“ If I had weighed that much, I wouldn’t 
even have been able to move. It wasn’t 
that way.”

That means he needs to average 68 yards per game 
in the final four games against Iowa State, Kansas State, 
Oklahoma and Hawaii. 
Kinney broke the NU touchdown record last week with 
his 29th, erasing the career mark of 28 shared by Reynolds 
and Joe Orduna and his 81st career pass reception last 
week gave him the pass reception mark previously held 
by Guy Ingles at 80. 
While Kinney must wait a few more games before logging 
his name in the Husker record book again, a couple of 
Nebraska gridders could etch their name In the log again 
Saturday afternoon. 
But if one of those two, Jerry Tagge, does it, he’ll 
simply be resetting his own records.

His favorite passing target, Johnny Rodgers, who broke 
Guy Ingles' career pass reception yardage mark last week, 
could add to his list of records Saturday afternoon.

“It’s not just th at no one is 
listening to th e poor, or th e 
dissenters or th e majority, but 
no one is listening to anybody,” 
h e said. 


Holt said, h owever, th at th e 
press could win back readers 
by “telling it as true as we 
can.”

One way th e press co uld ac­ 
complish th is is by replacing 
th e concept of objectivity with 
th e concept of fairness and 
openness, h e said.

New York to get their blessing, and 
then sent letters to the students in 
the surrounding communities, to AFS 
sponsors there and to high school prin- 
cipals.

unemployment 
rate dropped 


slightly to 5.8% of the work 
force last month as the total 
number of working Americans 
hit a record 79.8 million, the 
government said Friday. 


The total number of out-of- 


work job seekers dropped by 
270,000, mostly husbands and 
other adult men, to 4.6 million, 
the Labor D e p a r t m e n t ' s 
Bureau of Labor 
Statistics 


said. 


The jobless rate declined by 


.2% from September's 
6%. 


Bureau Commissioner Geoffrey

Sen. William Proxmire, D- 


Wis., chairman of the Joint 
Economic Committee, said it 
was cause for ."marginal en- 
couragement" but showed no 
breakthrough. 


It was the second monthly 


decline in a row. The rate was 
6.1% in August and 5.8% in Ju- 
ly. It has wavered from 6.2% to 
5.6% for a year. 


The jobless rate for blue col- 


lar workers and Vietnam era 
veterans dropped sharply, but 
the rate for Macks and other 
non-whites crept up to 10.7%, 
highest since November of 1963. 
The rate for whites dropped 
from 5.4 to 5.3. 


There was little change in the 


rates for women, teen-agers or 
white collar workers. 


The biggest job gams were in 


state and local government, 
retail and wholesale 
trade,

and

Average weekly earnings for 


71.4 m i l l i o n rank-and-file 
workers dropped two cents to 
$129.1-1. This is $8.08 or 6.7% 
higher than October 1970. But 
the rising cost of living, which 
went up 4.2% in the year end- 
ing in September e r a s e d 
much of the pay gain. 


The jobless rate for all adult 


men dropped from 4.5% in 
September to 4.3% last month. 
For adult women it dropped 
Srom 5.6 to 5 5, for teen-agers 
from 17.1 to 17.0. 


The rate for married men 


dropped from 3.3 to 3.0, lowest 
in more than a year. For white- 
collar workers it rose from 3.3 
to 3.4, while for blue-collar

dramatically from 8.0 to 7.2.

Judge Orders School Board 
To Restore Teacher's Status 


By DON WALTON 
Star Staff Writer 


U.S. District Judge Robert Van Pelt Friday 


ordered the Lincoln Board of Education to 
restore Robert L. Johnson to his status as 
a tenured teacher in the Lincoln school 
system. 


Van Pelt's order vacated the board's action 


in dismissing Johnson last May for alleged 
incompetency and failure to give evidence of 
professional growth. 


Johnson was denied due process, the judge 


said. 


"The court concludes that Mr. Johnson's 


contract was not terminated in the manner 
required by the rules of the administration 
and the board, and that he was denied due 
process during and prior to the hearing," Van 
Pelt wrote. 


"It follows that the board action should 


be vacated and Mr. Johnson restored to his 
status as a tenured teacher." 


But Not To Same Post 


But, Van Pelt noted, "it does not follow 


that he must be returned to Millard Lefler 
Junior 
High 
School" 
where 
he was 
a 


mathematics teacher "or even to a position 
as a mathematics teacher." 


"It also does not follow that in his assign- 


ment he should be punished by the administra- 
tion or by the board," the judge pointed out. 


"It is to be hoped that a place can be 


found for him in the system and that he will 
devote more time to teaching and conference 
improvement 
and less to o u t s i d e ac- 


tivities." 


School Board President Robert Magee said 


the board will probably discuss the decision 
— and whether it wishes to appeal — when 
it meets next Tuesday. 


Employed In Washington 


Johnson is now employed by the National 


Education Association in Washington, D.C. 


Johnson was dismissed by the board upon 


Prasch's recommendation May 26 after a hear- 
ing on the allegations against him. His challenge 
of the board's action was heard by the Distlict 
Court last August. 


Johnson had been a teacher in the Lincoln 


school system since 1951, and had taught math 
at Millard Lefler since 1969.

At issue, Van Pelt pointed out, was "his 


manner of teaching, his handling of pupils and 
his relationship with their parents." 


With three principals testifying that he was 


incompetent, "the court must conclude that 
the evidence "was sufficient for the board to 
find that Johnson was incompetent as a 
teacher," Van Pelt said.

Requirements Met 


It was conceded by the defendants that 


Johnson had met the statutory requirements 
for professional growth as well as the standards 
set t>y the board, Van Pelt said. 


Due process for teachers, as defined by 


state law, requires that charges be such that 
the teacher can respond, he noted. 


"When the superintendent attempts to give 


his own definition of professional growth and 
substitute it for the statutory definition without 
the teachers of his system, and particularly 
in this case the teacher the board votes to 
discharge, having knowledge of the superin- 
tendent's definition, it is clear that there would 
be no way for such teacher to respond," Van 
Pelt wrote. 


"This court d o a b t s if the superintendent 


under any circumstances could be permitted 
to substitute his own definition. of professional 
growth for that of the statute." 


The evidence would not justify Htemissal 


on the grounds of lack of professional growth, 
Van Pelt said, and "it is clear that due process 
was not afforded" if those were the grounds 
for the board's action. 


If the grounds were incompetency, "Mr. 


Johnson was denied due process when the 
names of the complainants on whose statements 
witnesses wert> to rely in expressing opinions 
were not furnished him a reasonable time 
before the hearing and when he was not allowed 
to cross-examine those expressing opinions as 
to the facts on which the opinion was based," 
the judge wrote.

The Supreme Court, however, 


said the district court was in 
error and should not have 
dropped the charges. 


SPEAKING OUT: 


At issue was whether the law 


clearly defined the difference 
between lawful and unlawful 
possession. The district court 
said there was no clear dif- 
ference. 


The Supreme Court said the 


law 
does 
spell 
out 
the 


"positive" conditions 
under 


which marijuana, as well as 
other drugs, can be legally 
possessed. 


Chief Justice paid White, in 


writing the opinion for the high 
court, said thus "the diffrence 
is clear to any person of 


ordinary 
intelligence" 
that 


anything other 
than legal 


possession \s illegal. 


"It 
becomes entirely un- 


necessary to specifically define 
the negative term 'unlawful'," 
he said. 


The lawful possession, for 


which no one can be pro- 
secuted, 
is 
"undisputably" 


spelled out in the law, he add- 
ed.

The strange narrative of 


Louis D. Tackwood emerged 
for the first time in an after- 
noon phone call in mid-July to 
one Michael Blake of The Los 
Angeles Free Press. In that 
call a 
person, 
Tackwood, 


representing 
himself as an 


agent of the Los Angeles Police 
Department, announced that he 
had top secret information 
descriptive 
of 
police 
in- 


telligence activities throughout 
California, and that he was 
ready to spill said information. 


Over the next few weeks, 


through a, series of labyrinthine 
intrigue, secret rendezvous, 
clandestine 
taping 
sessions, 


members of the Free Press 
staff 
and 
local 
activists, 


operating jointly under the im- 
primatur 
of 
The Citizen's 


Research 
and Investigation 


Committee, managed to elicit a 
truly remarkable tale of cor- 
ruption and deceit from their 
informer turned informant. 


Tackwood claimed that his 


career began a decade ago 
when, in exchange for im- 
munity from prosecution on an 
auto theft charge, he agreed to 
infiltrate a larger car burglary 
ring for the LAPD. From that 
time forward he was placed on 
retainer, 
working first 
on 


criminal 
intelligence a n d , 


following 1965, on political 
counter-espionage as well. 


He alleged to have become 


intimately familiar with the 
operations 
of 
the 
LAPD 


criminal 
conspiracy section 


and special identification and 
investigation unit, as well as 
those of the local FBI branch. 
And what he exposed about 
them all was harrowing indeed. 


T h e i r interest in leftist 


political activity, he said, went 
far beyond mere observation 
They acted directly to subvert 
radical organizations and en- 
trap radical personages on a 
state-wide 
basis 
T h e i r 


machinations, he held, included 
the distribution of arms to

community, 
provocation

riots, encouragement of violent 
activity in militant groups such 
as the Black Panther party, 
destruction of evidence useful 
to the defense in the Angela 
Davis trial, as well as general 
provocation in street noting.

but a mere prelude to his really 
big revelation, which was that 
the 
LAPD, 
with 
federal 


assistance, was planning to 
bomb the Conventoin Hall at

Diego 
during

Republican gathering 
there, 


snuffing a few familiar GOP 
personnel, and then to trigger 
major disruptions in the sur- 
rounding community, enabling 
Richard Nixon to suspend con- 
stitutional 
government 
and 


start interning the kind of peo- 
ple that the kind of people who 
run the LAPD would like to see 
interned. 


Needless to say, the CRIC was 


impresed For reasons I shall 
e n u m e r a t e 
p r e sently, 


Tackwood's data seemed at 
least in part to be grounded 
Other people were impressed 
too, like Newsweek, the L. A. 
Times and The Washington 
Post, who initiated coverage of 
the whole business after the 
CRIC tipped them.

reporter Jerry Cohen that he, 
in turn, tipped the police, thus 
setting off a series of further

of WPFT Radio 


Since then varying accounts 


of the Tackwood affair have

has run high. 


Peculiar Factors 


There are some 
peculiar 


factors in Tackwood's account. 
To name a few: 1) the part 
about the San Diego convention 
is far-fetched, not for moral 
reasons (there is no act too 
bestial for the people involved, 
God knows), but for political 
ones. It's very risky. A wrong 
move and national chaos would 
ensue. If it were contemplated, 
it is unlikely that an outfit as 
notoriously idiocy-prone as the 
LAPD would be employed. And 
2) It is strange that someone as 
obviously suspect as Tackwood 
— black and a former car 
booster to boot — would enjoy 
the confidence of the hign.

All that aside,

IN PERSPECTIVE

Childs.) 


WASHINGTON — The Arizona axis is taking on new political 


power. The center is Sen. Barry Goldwater, the Republican 
candidate for president in 1964 who was defeated by a record 
plurality T>y Lyndon B. Johnson. 


The deputy attorney general, Richard Kleindienst, formerly 


a Phoenix lawyer, was director of field operations for the 
Goldwater campaign and again for Richard Nixon in 1968. 
Kleindienst is widely regarded as the successor to John N. 
Mitchell when the attorney general changes hats and takes 
over direction of the Nixon drive for re-election. This is expected 
to occur toward the end of the year. 


Now comes William H. Rehnquist, Kleindienst's good friend 


in Phoenix, nominated by President Nixon to one of the two 
vacancies on the Supreme Court of the United States. Kleindienst 
was responsible at the start of the Nixon administration for 
the selection of Rehnquist to be an assistant attorney general. 
Compared with the dubious choices that had previously been 
floated, Rehnquist and the other nominee, Lewis F. Powell, 
Jr., looked like heirs of the great John Marshall. Their confirma- 
tion by the Senate was considered probable, if not certain. 


* 
But second thoughts, together with evidence of the strong 


bias of one of the nominees, insure a contest over Rehnquist. 
With civil rights activists preparing the case, the question 
is whether a man's strongly held views of six or seven years 
before should disqualify him. 


On his own initiative, Rehnquist appeared before a Phoenix 


City Council meeting on June 15, 1964, to oppose a proposed 
ordinance prohibiting discrimination in hotels, restaurants, shops 
and other public places. After a tape recording of the statement 
that Reh/iquist. then 40 years old, made before the council 
was unearthed by the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, the Justice 
Department gave it out. 


"I venture to say," be told the council, "there never has 


been this sort of an assault on the institutions (private property) 
•where you are told not what you can build on your property 
but who can come on your property." 


Rehnquist was one of only three opponents while 30 testified 


in favor of the ordinance, which was unanimously approved 
by the council. 


*^\ 


I In 1951-52 Eehnquist was law clerk to the late Justice 
Robert H. Jackson He was later to charge that "unconscious 
slanting" by the law clerks influenced many cases the court 
was called on to decide. He described the group with which 
he served as " 'left' of either the nation or the court." The 
"left wing" of the court, according to Rehnquist, was made 
up of Chief Justice Earl Warren, Justice William 0. Douglas 
and the late Justice Hugo L. Black. 


At least four of the Democrats on the Senate Judiciary 


Committee want to hear Rehnquist on his earlier views. Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin Jr. may also take part in the interrogation, 
since Rehnquist has been an active defender of the stringent 
District of Columbia anti-crime law with its no-knock and bugging 
provisions. Ervin, a staunch libertarian, opposed some aspects 
of that law. 


* 
A question that transcends the issue of political and 


ideological bias is whether it is possible to find judges who 
put interpretation of the law above prejudice. One of the vacan- 
cies to be filled by the two nominations came with the resignation 
of Justice John Marshall Harlan. Harlan was rated, in the 
broad sense, a conservative. But his opinions show a mastery 
of the law above and beyond whatever convictions he may 
have brought to the court. 


It should surely not be too difficult to find distinguished 


men1 of the law of Harlan's caliber. That is the need if confidence 
in the judiciary is to be restored.

A Step Back 


Members of the House of Representatives 


stayed up past their bedtimes Thursday night 
and in the wee hours of Friday morning 
passed a bill that was designed to ease school 
desegregation but which in reality knocks the 
teeth out of the one powerful tool that would 
help accomplish it now, not later. 


As part of a higher education bill rushed 


to a House-Senate conference, the House 
overwhelmingly passed t h r e e anti-busing 
amendments. One would ban expenditure of 
any federal funds on busing, another would 
prevent the federal government from requiring 
a state to use its own funds for busing and 
the third would delay the effective date of 
court-ordered busing plans until all appeals 
have been exhausted—which could take a 
period of up to two or three years. 


The senate passed a desegregation bill 


without any busing restrictions and civil rights 
leaders voice hopes that the House provisions 
will be softened. 


But the House was in no mood to com-

the House acted in "haste, excitement and 
hysteria " Black representatives were bitter, 
among them, Rep. Shirley Chisholm, who 
asked white members: "Where were you when 
the buses were carrying black and Mexican-

to dilapidated schools?" Noting that "we have 
practiced sham and hypocrisy a long time 
here," Mrs Chisholm accused her colleagues 
of showing concern about busing now only 
because white students now are affected. 


Their

desegregation was buried under the emo- 
tionalism of the issue, however, as northerners 
who 
previously 
had 
opposed anti-busing 


measures when they applied only to the South 
joined southerners in locking the gate to the 
school bus parking lot. 


There is a chance that the conference 


committee will ease the restrictions on busing 
but the action in the House Friday morning 
leaves the impression that the House—and 
most 
probably 
a 
great 
majority 
o f 


Americans — believe that desegregation is the 
proper course m spirit and on paper, just 
as long as it doesn't happen. 


Confirmation Battle Lags 


The unanimous backing given. Lewis F. 


Powell Jr. by the American Bar Association's 
Committee on the Federal Judiciary and the 
less impressive but significant support given 
by the committee to Asst. Atty. Gen. William 
Rehnquist should help President Nixon's two 
latest Supreme Court nominees win Senate 
confirmation. 


The intellectual reputations of the two 


lawyers are untarnished and their personal 
and business affairs appear beyond question. 
The only place left to do battle is in the 
area of philosophy and it looks as if Senate 
liberals don't have the stomach to pursue 
the struggle. The President is determined to 
place two more conservatives on the court 
and he has come up with two names that 
by and large defy any efforts to discredit 
them 


But that doesn't mean that liberal op-

At the Senate Judiciary Committee Hear- 


ing Thursday, Sen. Charles Mathias, R-Md., 
confronted the nominee with an article Rehn- 
quist had written in the Harvard Law Review 
reportedly rebuking the Senate for not inquir- 
ing more fully into the judicial philosophy 
of Supreme Court nominees. 


Rehnquist earlier had been less than open 


about answering questions pertaining to his 
legal philosophy. He cited his lawyer-client 
relationship with the President and Atty. John 
Mitchell in dodging the questions. Rehnquist 
should not be accused of hiding behind the 
lawyer-client privilege. 


It might have been better, however, if 


the President would have taken a cue from 
his nominee and released Rehnquist to a full 
give-and-take

covered town of 4,800 just south 
of Omaha has nearly doubled in 
size in the last 10 years — but 
its citizens don't want it to lose 
its small-town unity. 


"When a town Is growing, 


you often lose individual in- 
volvement," said Jerry Koch, 
Ralston city councilman and 
chairman of the town's Com- 
munity Improvement Council. 
Contacted earlier in the week, 
Koch said the State Economic

Department's 


N e b r a s k a C o m m u n i t y 
Improvement Program "pulls 
a community together and 
gives it unity by giving it 
something to strive for." 


Ralston's success in main- 


taining individual involvement 
and unity is measured,by its 
success in the "All-Nebraska 
Community" category of NCIP 
competition. The only town in 
the state to earn the title dur- 
ing the first two years of com- 
petition in the new category, 
Ralston made "all-state" for 
the third year in a row Friday 
night at the NCIP awards ban- 
quet in Lincoln — joined this 
year by Imperial, last year's 
top town in Class III (801 to 
1,600 
population community 


awards competition and winner 
of the 1970 special 
program 


award for cultural 
enrich- 


ment. 


3rd Straight Success 


Ralston rode to its third 


straight success this year on 
the strength of programs of 
safety 
improvement, 
park 


development, youth activities, 
downtown beautification, tree 
planting and cleanup which in- 
volved nearly everyone in the 
town and went far beyond the 
minimum criteria hi nine areas 
of community resources re- 
quired by the Department of 
Economic Development. 


"I feel the safety program 


was our primary one," said 
Wally Petersen, vice chairman 
of the Community Improve- 
ment Council — also contacted 
before 
t h e 
announcement. 


Spurred by the death ef Ralston 
High 
School student 
Vicki 


Mahan at 90th and Q last Jan. 
21, the city installed a traffic 
light at the dangerous in- 
tersection and several blocks of 
new sidewalk along Q St. for 
students walking to and from 
the high school and one of six 
elementary 
schools. 
Other 


safety projects included new 
school crossings and plans for a 
pedestrian bridge over heavily- 
traveled 84th St. 


Construction of the bridge 


has 
been delayed 
due 
to 


highway widening on 84th. 


Recognizing the need for 


more 
playgrounds 
for 
the 


town's small children, Ralston 
began 
work on three new 


parks: Wildwood Park, hewn 
from a wooded ravine in the 
fast-growing section of town by 
the same name, and two "mini- 
parks" — one near the business 
district, another on the north 
edge of town. Each new park 
makes use of a low-value piece 
of land in a location chosen to 
benefit children. 


Wildwood Park is being built 


with $115,000 in local, state and 
federal funds, along with a 
great deal of volunteer labor. 
The Leo Adams Mini-Park -on 
the 
north 
edge 
of 
town 


transforms an unsightly, low- 
lying mosquito-breeding ground 
into an attractive playground. 
The other mini-park, located at 
75th and State (Ralston's main 
street), was created by filling 
and leveling a drainage dilch 
which constituted a safety pro- 
blem. 


Firemen Lead Way 


The Fire Department has led 


the way in youth programs, 
including first aid instruction, a 
junior fire patrol, a Cub Scout 
Pack, a Boy Scout Troop and 
several Girl Scout Troops. The 
city hired a full-time youth 
director to co-ordinate ac- 
tivities, and began work on a 
new $55,000 Astro-Turf coating 
for the baseball diamond. 


Some 250 trees were planted 


in residential areas to help 
replace the hundreds of elms 
lost to Dutch elm 
disease. 


Downtown merchants began 
repainting, 
restoring 
and 


refurbishing their buildings. 
The city made numerous sewer 
and street improvements, in- 
cluding the paving of several 
downtown alleys. 
The Boy 


Scouts sponsored two clean-up 
days in which the whole com- 
munity participated. 


Koch said City officials had 


responded admirably to the 
C o m m u n i t y Improvement 
Council's requests. 


"They took care of virtually 


everything we had planned," 
he said. 


Koch also praised the city's 


civic. and religious organiza- 
tions, schools and school board, 
all of which contributed to the 
NCIP program in some way — 
and had especially kind words 
for the Chamber of Commerce, 
which contributed 
$7,500 to 


kick-off the Astro-Turf-fund and 
$2.500 to the tree-planting (for 
the fourth year in a row).

Regents To Re-Examine Coed Visitation

guidelines, stated concisely and 
clearly, 
describe 
the 
code 


generally 
followed 
by 
the 


Nebraska professional press," 
Copple told the board. 


Among the 10 guidelines were 


ones which called for: 


—a clear distinction between 


new,s accounts and editorial 
comment. 


—an obligation for coverage 


which is "full and fair, catering 
to no special interest or cause." 


— "sincerity, 
truthfulness, 


accuracy and objectivity." 


—"tastefulness" in use of 


pictures, words or descrip- 
tions.

A Lincoln psychiatrist told a 


Lancaster District Court jury 
Friday that Mrs. Judy Sturm 
shot 'her husband because of 
extreme fear for her life and 
the safety of her children. 


Testifying for the defense in 


the second-degree murder trial 
of Mrs. Sturm, Dr. Fay E. 
Whitla said the fear started 
with beatings and threats by 
Harvey Sturm early in their 30- 
m o n t h m a r r i a g e a n d 
culminated with 
the 
fatal 


shooting on Sept. 18 at their 
2740 Arlington home. 


Mrs. Sturm, 28, is accused of 


shooting her husband while he 
slept, but the defense has con- 
tended she acted from fear for 
her life and children. 


Dr. Whitla said his opinion 


about Mrs. Sturm's mental 
state on the fatal night was 
based on events related by 
Mrs. Sturm of her married life 
with Harvey Sturm and on 
psychiatric examinations. 


Particularly significant, the 


psychiatrist suggested, was the 
double beating that the defen- 
dant took on New Year's Day 
because she dropped a hair 
curler on the floor after the 
Storms had gone to bed. 


She 'Hurt All Over' 


The police took the husband 


into custody for intoxication 
that night after being sum- 
moned by Mrs. Sturm, who 
said she "hurt all over" from 
the beating and spent most of 
next day in bed. 


Dr. Whitla tetisied that Mrs. 


Sturm particularly felt trapped 
and was ' ' v e r y , 
very 


frightened" on Sept. 18 because 
her husband had jerked the 
phone from the wall, threaten- 
ed to strangle her with the cord 
if she called police, and had 
taken the key to the front door 
from her purse. 


Based on the related events 


of Sept. 18, Dr. Whitla said in- 
tensive fear for her life and her 
children 
overcame 
M r s .

between right and wrong. 


"I 
don't 
think 
she 
was 


capable of exercising reason 
because of the fear and stress 
she was under," he acded. 


Dr. Whitla said he reviewed 


the psychological examination 
made of Mrs. Sturm made by 
Dr. G. CleU France, a Lincoln 
psychologist. 


Dr France testified that in 


his opinion, Mrs. Sturm was 
"prone 
to overreact emo- 


tionally to situational stress" 
and "tended to a small degree 
toward hysterical 
personali- 


ty." 


Mrs. Sturm On Stand 
Taking the stand in her own 


defense, Mrs. Sturm related 
her husband came home about 
2 a.m., was intoxicated, and 
"started to beat me up, slapped 


me around quite a bit and 
kicked me in the stomach." 


After she thought her hus- 


band was asleep, she took a 
shotgun from the bedroom 
closet and loaded it downstairs 
and sat for a while in the living 
room. 


When she 
beard the 18- 


month-old boy cry, she went 
back upstairs because she said 
she was afraid the crying 
might wake her husband and 
he "would start beating me 
again." 


Mrs. Sturm said she saw her 


husband moving in bed and "I 
shot him. He moved again and 
I shot him again." 


Mrs. Sturm also said she was 


afraid her husband might have 
gotten his automatic 
pistol 


from a dresser drawer, which 
she said he had threatened to 
kill her with on previous oc- 
casions. 


'My Kids Are Alive' 


Sobbing on the witness stand 


during most of her testimony, 
Mrs. Sturm said, "No matter 
what I've done my kids are still 


alive and that's all that mat- 
ters."

To questions by P u b l i c 


Defender T. Clement Gaughan 
whether she feared for her life, 
Mrs. 
Sturm said, "Yes, he 


(husband) was crazy." 


Mrs. Sturm was still on the 


stand when her trial recessed 
until Monday morning and she 
is expected to be cross-ex- 
amined by County Atty. Paul 
Douglas and Deputy County 
Atty. Bernard McGinn. 


In earlier testimony, Mrs. 


Sturm related how she had 
separated from her husband for 
10 days, but returned to him 
because «f threats upon her, 
the children and her parents. 


She said her husband had 


held three different jobs during 
their 30 months together, but 
was out of work for 3% months 
and the family was supported 
by her parents. 


To defense questions, Mrs. 


Sturm said her husband beat 
her a number of times when he 
had been drinking, but without 
reason.

. . . TRIMMED-DOWN CYCLONE QUARTERBACK NOW CLOSER TO PLUNKETT COMPARISON

Iowa State football coach Johnny Ma- 


jors was sitting in a Kansas City hotel 
suite last summer discussing his quarterback, 
Dean Carlson, with writers. 


"When he came to Iowa State, he was 


like a big cow on ice," Majors described. 


A few moments later, he was saying, 


"He has the potential to be as good as 
Jim Plunkett (Stanford's Heisman Trophy- 
winning quarterback of 1970)." 


Majors' first reference was to the weight, 


which ranged in the neighborhood of 240 
pounds, that Carlson carried on his 6-3 frame 
when he arrived on the Iowa State campus 
from Rochester, Minn, Junior College where 
he had passed for more than 2,000 yards. 


The second reference was to Carbon's 


ability which he has shown by ranking second 
only to Nebraska's Jerry Tagge in passing 
in the Big Eight with 87 completions in 
184 attempts for 1,111 yards and five 
touchdowns since trimming down to 210 
pounds. 


When the first reference was mentioned 


to him during the Big Eight Skywriters stop 
at Ames, Iowa, in early September, bis reac- 
tion was less than friendly. 


"I don't know what he meant by that," 


Carlson replied. When it was explained to 
him, he agreed that he might have been 
a bit overweight. 


"There's just too much of the good life 


in junior college," he offered. "There's not 


as much pressure as there is here. You 
don't have to be In as good shape to do 
well when you're playing in junior college 
competition." 


To the Plunkett comparison, Carlson 


responded, "I've never seen Plunkett play 
except once on TV. I'd like to have the 
stature of Jim Plunkett, but I don't like 
to c o m p a r e m y s e l f w i t h other 
quarterbacks." 


As a high school athlete, Carlson was 


recruited by Iowa State and Minnesota, but 
his grades weren't good enough for him to 
meet the 1.6 predictability tables so he wound 
up at Rochester Junior College. 


"While I was hi junior college, Kansas 


and Kansas State both contacted me," he 


recalls. "I just talked to Pepper Rodgen 
(Kansas head coach at the time on the 
telephone and I didn't want to go to Kansas 
State and sit behind Lynn Dickey." 


Carlson says he chose Iowa State because 


"I didn't like Murray Warmath's (Minnesota 
coach) offense. The only t i m e he passes 
is when its second or third down and 25 
yards to go. 


"I liked Johnny Majors' offense." 
And about that "big cow on ice" bit again, 


he says, "My weight in junior college was 
blown all out of proportion. They made it 
sound like I weighed 25C pounds. 


"If I had weighed that much, I wouldn't 


even bave been able to move. It wasn't 
that way."

The McCook runner, who has rushed for 1,924 yards, 


needs only 273 more to crack the standard set in the early 
1950s by all-American Bob Reynolds. 


That means he needs to average 68 yards per game 


in the final four games against Iowa State, Kansas State, 
Oklahoma and Hawau 


Kinney broke the NU touchdown record last week with 


his 29th, erasing the career mark of 28 shared by Reynolds 
and Joe Orduna and his 81st career pass reception last 
week gave him the pass reception mark previously held 
by Guy Ingles at 80 


While Kinney must wait a few more games before logging 


his name in the Husker record book again, a couple of 
Nebraska gridders could etch their name in the log again 
Saturday afternoon. 


But if one of those two, Jerry Tagge, does it, he'll 


simply be resetting his own records 


With 11 touchdown passes this season, Tagge needs only 


two more to break his old record and with 1,503 yards 
in total offense he needs only 187 more to better his NU 
best of 1970 


His favorite passing target, Johnny Rodgers, who broke 


Guy Ingles' career pass reception yardage mark last week, 
could add to his list of records Saturday afternoon. 


Rodgers, who has caught eight touchdown passes this 


season needs only two more to surpass the record set by 
Clarence Swanson in 1921 


The Tagge-to-Rodgers passing combination also is likely 


to set several other records before the season ends. 


Tagge, with 96 pass completions, needs only 22 more 


to take Bob Churchich's name off that record season listing 
and he needs only 213 more passing yards to better his 
own standard of 1,536 for a single season. 


Rodgers. who has 567 yards this season in pass reception 


yards, needs only 144 more to surpass his own record and 
ne needs only four more touchdown passes to better the 
career mark of 18 set by Swanson m 1919-21

Newsweek Editor Says People Tired Of 'Any News At All' 


; By GORDON WINTERS

"People are tired of good 


news and bad news. They're 
weary of any news at all," Don 
Holt, news editor of Newsweek 
Magazine told an audience of 
Union College students at a 
Friday convocation on the 
Uhion College campus. 
'vAs a journalist this worries 
me," Holt said. "It's one thing 
to'be criticized, but it's another 
thing to be ignored." 


Holt said be also believed 


that "no one was listening to 
anybody." 


"It's not just that no one is 


listening to the poor, or the 
dissenters or the majority, but 
no one is listening to anybody," 
he said. 


Holt said, however, that the 


press could win back readers 
by "telling it as true as we 
can." 


Objectivity 


One way the press could ac- 


complish this is by replacing 
the concept of objectivity with 
the concept of fairness and 
openness, he said. 


"Nobody can divest himself 


of his background, education, 
who they are with or the con- 
text of their lives," he said. 


"We (the press) have got to 


keep examining the evidence, 
keep looking for one more fact, 
realizing that no one can be 
objective," he said. 


Holt said there was a lot of 


faddism in the U.S., and that 
the press was not immune. He 


pointed out that the press had 
recently gone through vogues 
of covering racial and en- 
vironmental problems." 


He said the press had done a 


"good job" of covering racial 
problems in the South, but had 
"dropped back" 
when they 


moved North. 


Then 
e v e r y o n e was 


surprised when the riots broke 
out, 
he said. "And now when 


the earth isn't really saved we 
(the press) find ourselves ad- 
journing in favor 
of con- 


sumerism." 


Holt said he did not agree 


w i t h t h o s e who said 


newspapers print too much bad 
news. 


"Why 
should we write about 


the businesses that don't have 
to recall their products?" he 
asked. "They are just doing 
what businesses are supposed 
to do. 


"News is deviation from the 


normal," 
he said. 
"These 


things often tend to be bad. But 
I don't think ignoring a pro- 
blem is the answer. It leads to 
the same difficulties as ignor- 
ing problems in your own 
life."
